It was in 1876 that Dr Bhagvaiilal Indiuji allowed me lus rubbings and clotb copies of tlio 
UTeplI inscnptiODS whieli he had collected during a joanie_y to the Talley, undertaken at the 
eipeus&oftbeJvuiagadhDarhar, for the late Br Bhiu Diji, and which had remained m hia hands 
after that gentlemaii’a death As soon as I had convinced myself of the gi-eat importance of ^ese 
inscnptiona for the history of Nepil and India, I offered my assistance m preparing them 
for publication, and ashed Dr, J Burgess to accept th^ for the Indian Antiquary The 
costliness of the numerous facsimiles made, however, an immediate reahsation of my wish 
impossible I then petitioned the Government of Bombay, requcatmg that a special grant 
might he made to Dr Burgess for the porpose Acceding to my praysr, the Goremnient 
sanctioned, with that liberality whicli it lias ever shoivn in tbe furtherance of Oriental studies, 
ti sum from the savings in the fund destined for the search for Sanskrit IfSS At the same 
tune I addressed a request for espress pormission to publish these inscriptions to the Junngadh 
Dai bir (through the Political Agent of Kithi ivid) and pnvately to Mr Titthal Bhafl Lid the 
icpresentativa of Dr BhSu D ijt, because Dr Bbi^vmUl very properly desired to have a dear 
title to dispose of the doenmonts according to his hkmg Tins permission was readily granted, 
and tbo JunJgadh Darbir gencroualy promised a further grant towards the publication, in cose 
it should bo required * 

After tboise prelimmanes bad been concluded, tbo preparation of tbe facsimiles of 

the older inscriptions was undertaken in 1878 by Mr 17 Gnggs, of Peckham In 1879 and 
1880 I pieparrd, in consultation with Dr DhagTioliI, according to his original paper in 
Gujur itl, the translations aud abstracts of tbe inscriptions as well as the gnator portion of the 
Considcratious on the Chronology of Nepil The former appeared m the August number of tbo 
Jit'fina Antijuflry of 1880 (Vol IS*pp 163191) The completion of the Considerations was 
prevented byiny illness and subsequent retuement fiom India m September 1880, and though 
1 was m pcasessicm o! Dr BhagThnlAs manuscript, nnoas engagoments m-ivle itimpranblo 
for me to resume the work until this year With respect to tho translations of the inscriptions 
iny position has bLOn niorply that of an interpreter, and I have done nothing boyond rendering
